DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

* 2; Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: u ;* at the end should 
be changed to - . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-4,17-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 US.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 3 recites the limitation "the cover" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 20 recites the limitation fl the inter-groove pitch 1 ' in line 9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-2, 5-16 and 19 are allowed. 

8. Claim 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

9. Claims 3-4 and 1 7-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art does not teach stripping a portion of a first and second ribbon fiber, 
overlapping the stripped portions to form an interior channel, passing a spacer (or a rod) 
through the channel and placing the overlapped portion on a substrate with a plurality of 
grooves as required by independent claims 1, 2 and 20;
